OTTON farmers next month will vote on whether or not to 
continue the Bankhead compulsory control law. Senator 


Bankhead, author of the law, remarks if the South should 
overthrow it at this time it would probably be a, frosty winter 
before congress could again be persuaded to come to cotton's 
relief. 
Here is the situation:

jjchjnd tnc Bankhead law is a net- 


work of cotton control legislation, al- 
lowing voluntary retirement of acre- 
age from production, in return for 
which the government pays the farm- 
er a .series of rents or bonuses. 


The gfcvcrnmcnt gets the money with 


which to pay the fanner these bonuses 
by fixing a processing tax upon the 
cotton mills, who in turn collect it 
from the consumers of finished cotton 


LITTLE ROCK—Violations of Bank- 


head act regulations governing trans- 
fer of surplus tax exempt certificates 
arc as widespread in southwest Ar- 
kansas as in the northeastern counties 
visited by representatives of the AAA 
Cotton Section last week, E. D. White, 
chairman of the state Cotton Allot- 
ment Board, said Monday. 


Mr. White is working with L. H. 


Gunter, assistant manager of the cot- 
ton pool, in the investigation of trans- 
fer regulations throughout the state. 


Auditors from the Cotton Section 


are cheeking records of ginncrs and 
producers in Miller, Little River and 
Dallas counties as a result of recent 
investigations made there and records 
in Greene, Clay, Crittcndcn mid oth- 
er northeast Arkansas counties a''c 
also under inspection. 


Similar investigations will be made 


in all cotton-producing counties where 
violations have been reported, Mr. 
White said. Surplus lax 
exemption 


certificates ean be legally transferred 
only through the county assistant in 
cotton adjustment or by turning them 
in to the national pool for rcissuancc.

Now the Bankhcad law is not strict- 


ly a part of the above legislation. 


It came afterward—and its repeal, 


should the cotton farmers vote for 
repeal next month, would not mean 
the immediate dropping of Uic volun- 
tary acreage control and processing 
tax programs. 


But rc[>cnl of the Bankhead law, by 


taking the teeth out of the rest of the 
program, might eventually make it 
unworkable—and the North and East, 
disliking the processing tax anyway, 
would soon take action. 


The Bankhea'cf law, working through 


the cotton gins, endeavors to control 
the number of bales actually market- 
ed—rather than the number of acres 
planted. 


There is a big difference, a.s every 


producer knows. 


Under the voluntary acreage pro- 


duction system it is possible for a 
farmer to hold out when his neigh- 
bors have signed up. 


Under the voluntary plan it Is pos- 


sible for even the farmer who has 
signed up to partially defeat it by 
heavy fertilization and intensive cul- 
tivation on fewer acres. 


But the Bankhead law asks each 


man to account for the. number of 
bales he finally gins and puts on the 
market. 


X X X 


Every reasonable man sees this logic. 
It remains only to judge the effect 


of the law during the past year. 


Unfortunately it has been a dry 


year. 


No man-made plan could anticipate 


that, of course. 


Unfortunately the farmer, helped 


.somewhat by the cotton program, has 


his feed crops and pasturage 


swept away. If he has extra cotton 
dollars, these must, go to the pur- 
chase of foodstuffs. 


If we had had a normal season, the 


farmer would have been self-sustain- 
ing as to fecdstuffs. The farmer would 
have had litlle to buy, mid therefore 
his extra cotton dollars would have 
been all to the good. 


That condition doe;; not exist, un- 


fortunately—but 
our 
[Myopic should 


think twice before they wreak vcngo- 


on the Bankhead law. 


It is pretty good horse-sense, if we 


are going to try something new, to 
give it a thorough trial. That means 
more than a year. It means two or 
three, or even more years. 


By that time we will know some- 


thing, one way or the other.

Richberg Pledges 


Against Inflation 


Sorriest Recovery Remedy 


Would Be Another Orgy 


of Speculation 


ATLANTA, Ga. — (7P) — Industrial 


leaders of the nation were assured 
Monday night by 
Donald Richberg, 


Recovery chieftian, that there would 
be "no orgy of inflation," and warned 
that private enterprise must find jobs 
for four or five million workers. 


"It would be suicidal folly," Rich- 


berg said, "to abandon present mech- 
anisms of co-operation and let nature 
take its course." He reviewed "co- 
operative efforts!'—such as NRA and 
AAA—and said: 


"We must continue them, and we- 


must improve 
them. 
There is no 


patent medicine that will cure our 
economic ills. But of all the quack 
remedies the worst that is offered to 
this nation in the bold gray dawn of 
recovery from the intoxicated follies 
of 1929 is to get drunk again in an- 
other orgy of inflation." 


Insisting that "business must do the 


job," Richberg said a review of con- 
ditions would show that "the ground 
is now prepared for a great advance 
by private industry and trade." 


"Then, just as rapidly as private en- 


terprise reduces the load of unem- 
ployment," he promised, 
"we 
can 


achieve steady reduction* i ntlie vol- 
ume of governmental activities and ex- 
penditures. 


"Wo must bring iibout the rc-em- 


ploymcnt of four to five million work- 
ers in the near future, either through 
a great expansion of private entcr- 
prises or through fulurcgoverninent 
activities."

Civilized warfare and 
mankind's

The United States proposed at Ge- 


neva that the manufacture and sale 
of arms be licensed by an international 
commission which would make public 
just who is arming for 
war, and to 


what extent. 


Austria demanded of the disarmn- 


mcnt conference that she bo giventthe 
right to build up her fighting po*cr, 
while King George opened the ces- 
sion of the English Parliament with a 
plea for peace and the success of the 
disarmament conference. 


France increased her military appro- 


priations following a report that Ger- 
many could place a large army in the 
field within a year. 


The preliminary naval conversations 


at London appeared deadlocked. 


Jape Defy Powers 


LONDON—(/P)—Ambassador Tsunco 


Malsudaira of Japan Monday night 
told Britain's foreign secretary that 
unjess the British 
and 
Americans 


grant Japan full 
equality in a full 


naval limitation treaty, Japan will as- 
sume that status without a treaty. 


One of Japan's leading diplomats, 


Matsudaira gave to Sir John Simon 
the Japanese reply to the recent Bjit- 
ish compromise naval suggestions, re- 
jecting them because they recognized 
only equality in principle. 


The Japanese reply puts the situa- 


tion up to the other two powers again 
and renews the deadlock which has 
crippled the conversations since Japan 
first submitted her demands. 


Matsudaira urged the British to con- 


sider new ways of meeting the Jap- 
anese request for full equality. The 
British interpreted this as meaning 
there still was a possibility the Jap- 
anese might compromise. 


British quarters said the Japanese 


have made 
some 
modifications of 


their 
original proposals for a new 


treaty, but the Japanese 
said they 


were willing to compromise only on 
technical questions, not principles. 


Matsudaira told Sir John there can 


be no compromise on national prestige 
for Japan. He said the other powers 
must give Japan actual tonnage equal- 
ity, although apan was willing to make 
a declaration she would not build to 
that equality for a certain number of 
years. 


Sir John planned to consult with 


Prime Minister Ramsay 
MacDonald 


nncl the cabinet, informing the Ameri- 
cans of his moves, before the British 
and apHnesc meet again. 


The Japanese have indicated that 


Iho Washington treaty 
will be de- 


nounced before the end of this year, 
effective in December, 1938. 


Now they have decided to sound 


out the two powcrsj on possible joint 
action in denouncing the treaty, but it 
was understood the British and Amer- 
icans oppose this. 


The London treaty ends this year. It 


is complementary to the Washington 
treaty which would continue indefi- 
nitely unless denounced.

commissioned by this court to con- 
fiscate all slot machines and gambl- 
ing devices found in operation awl 
destroy same according to law." and 
"also all ilelgal intoxicating liquors."

Dawes and 4,000 other stockholders of 
the Central Republic Trust Company 
(formerly known as the Central Re- 
public Bank and Trust Company), 
for ?HOOO,000 of the $00.000.000 loan 
issued to the former vice president's 
bank by the RFC. 


This is a civil suit. Shortly after 


the bill was filed, Federal Judge John 
P. Barnes issued a temporary order 
enjoining any other creditor from fil- 
ing a similar hill in court to collect 
from stockholders pending further ac* 
lion of the federal court on the bill 
filed by the RFC., a suit for collection 
from stockholders under the law pro- 
viding for double indemnity for bank 
stockholders. 


May Ask Liquidation 


Although the bill says nothing about 


receivership for the bank, Attorney 
John L. Hopkins said.after filing it 
that he understood the state auditor 
of public accounts, E. J. Barrett, prob- 
ably would be asked to take over the 
General Republic Trust Company for 
liquidation. 


The bill alleges that the bank still 


owes the RFC ?7,022,000 on a loan dat- 
ed June 19, 1932, and $52,000,000 on a 
second loan dated October C, 1932. The 
original amount borrowed on the first 
loan, it says, was §30,000,000 and on the 
second loan 550,000,000. 


The bill is a 327-page document ex- 


plaining all details of the transaction. 


The Central Republic Trust Com- 


pany is the shell of the old Central 
Republic Bank and Trust Company. 
It has not been functioning as a bank 
of deposit for two years, but has been 
in process of liquidation. The RFC 
loan of nearly $60,000,000 is the prin- 
cipal liability of the bank. Other debts 
largely have been paid off. 


The suit affects 
4,000 
individuals 


who hold a total of 514,000,000 worth 
of stock. It does not affect the City 
National Bank and Trust Company 
which took over the deposits of the 
Central Republic Bank and Trust 
Company two years ago. The City 
National, of which General Dawes is 
now chairman, is a highly liquid in- 
stitution, having taken over from the 
old Central Republic cash equal to 
its deposits at the time it was or- 
ganized. 


Would Decide Liability 


The bill asks that the federal court 


determine whether recovery of $14,- 
000,000 in double liability can be had 
under the law from the stockholders 
and that if the court finds such recov- 
ery can be had, a received be appoint- 
ed to liquidate the General Republic 
and to take action against the stock- 


The loan was made in October, 1932, 


shortly after General Dawes had re- 
tired as chairman of the RFC. Com- 
ing to Chicago ho found that the 
Central Republic, because of prolong- 
ed bank runs, needed cash.

leadership, twelve chairmanships of 
committees will be at stake. They 
were thrown open by defeats and re- 
tirements of sixty-three sitting Dem- 
ocrats, which resulted in a total of 157 
vacancies on the 74 committees. 


Holding the balance of power with 


193 members, compared with the 192 
from Southern and border stales, 
Northern and Western Democrats are 
determined to split the party leader- 
ship. They are willing for the speak- 
orship to go South, but hot the lead- 
ership and threaten to take both un- 
less the Southerners clear the way 
for a division. 


Southern and border states control 


30 of the 47 committees, including the 
chairmanships of nearly all the major 
units that formulate legislation. Next 
to New York, which has seven chair- 
manships, Texas is second with six- 
appropriations, agriculture, inter-slate 
commerce, judiciary, rivers nnd har- 
bors, and public buildings and grouds.
